Rabbi Assumes 
Gardena Pulpit

The Gardena Valley Jewish 
Center of Gardena, announqes 
that Rabbi Henry K. Kraus, for­ 
merly Chief Rabbi of Western 
Hungary, has assumed the pul­ 
pit as of July 15.

First ordained 20 years ago 
In Hungary, Rabbi Kraus also 
holds a Doctor's degree Ir reli­ 
gious education and a PH D de­ 
gree.

The Rabbi served as spiritual 
leader of a large congregation 
until 1944 at which time he was 
seized by Nazi S.S. troops and 
deported to the death camp at 
Auswltz. During the next months 
he was transferred from one 
death camp to another never- 
knowing which slop would be 
the last.

About this time the war with 
Germany was growing to a close 
and finally came liberation at 
the hands of the American Third 
Army. Returning home to Hun­ 
gary the Rabbi found that his 
entire family had been murdered 
by the Nazis.

Beginning life anew the Rabbi 
served another congregation and 
was then appointed Chief Rabbi 
of Western Hungary by the 
Government. They expected an 
easily pliable disseminator of 
their doctrines but found they 
had a strong opponent to their 
communistic ideologies. Written 
articles and personal lectures 
were the means employed by 
Rabbi Kraus to fight the pres­ 
sure from the government on 
what to preach and how to 
preach their message. It was 
only a matter of time until force 
would be applied to still the 
courage he showed.

It was decided that Rabbi 
Kraus must apply for sanctuary 
outside the Iron Curtain. On 
foot and by little used roads, 
he and his wife and fcnfant 
daughter managed to cross the 
border to freedom.

The congregation of the Gar­ 
dena Valley Jewish Center wel­ 
comes their good fortune fcn se­ 
curing the services of Rabbi 
Kraus and look forward to a 
long an happy association.
